The necessity for the operation, and for 
the great haste in having the surgeons 
reach Mr. Ziegenhein is not definitely 
known. 

Dr. Bernays and his assistants, Drs. Simp- 
fon and Wilson, reached Union Station at 
noon. They were equipped with a full set 
of sufgical instruments. The doctors do 
not know just what may be required of 
them, and they are going prepared for any 
emergency. 

One doctor 6ays he thinks Mr. Ziegenhein 
is suffering from strangulated hernia. Dr. 
Bernays says he is of the opinion that there 
is an obstruction of the bowels. In elther 
event prompt action is necessary. 

Saturday morning Mayor Ziegenhein re- 
ceived a telegram from Paragould announc- 
dng that his son was seriously ill, advising 
the Mayor to come at once. The telegram 
was not explicit and conveyed no hint as 
to what the trouble was. 

In a few minutes the following telegram 
Was received, signed by Dr. Starkloff: 

Adam is suffering from. strangulated 
hernia with serious bowel complications, 
and bring Dr. Bernays 
or Dr. Mudd.”

A week ago Adam Ziegenhein, Dr. Stark- 
loff and a party of friends went down into 
the hunting regions of Arkansas for a 
season's shooting.

Police Summons Issued Against Hay- 
ward After One Proceeding Had 
Been Dismissed by 
Peabody. 


In front of the American Central bullding 
at Broadway and Locust street, and in one 
of the ground floor offices, an exciting en- 
counter took place Friday evening. 

Detlef J. Blanke, the insurance agent at 
415 Locust street, and Harry E. Hayward, 
agent for the New England Mutual Life In- 
surance Chemical building, came _ to 
blows, owing to misinformation, and their 
ruffied feelings have not yet been smoothed 
out, although Judge Thomas H. Peabody 
dismissed the case Saturday morning. 

One of Hayward's . clerks notified Mr. 
Blanke by telephone that three policies had 
expired and in doing so, it is charged, did 
not use the courtesies of speech over the 
wires which business men are accustomed 
to use. Mr. Blanke thought Manager Hay- 
ward, himself, was speaking and took of- 
fense at his manner. He wound up the 
long-range controversy by giving the man 
at the Chemical building end of the wire, 
some tart advice. 

Later Hayward visited the Blanke agency 
in an effort to disentangle the misiake, but 
neither made much progress in un amica- 
ble direction. Before long several blows 
were exchanged. Mrs. Blanke was seated 
in a chair next to the open safety vault, 
into which both of the struggling men tum- 
bled. 

Mrs. Blanke’s screams soon attracted by- 
standers to the scene, the agency being lo- 
eated, in the American Central building. 
Both men continued their s6truggles, ad- 
journing to the sidewalk. Officers Watss 
and Reeves separated them, but Blanke 
insisted on preferring charges of .eace dis- 
turbance against his. brother insurance 
agent. 

When the case was called Saturday by 
Judge Peabody, neither principal appeared. 
he case was dismissed for want of prose- 
cution. 

_Soon after Mr. Blanke called at the 
Four Courts to appear against Hayward. 
When the found that he was too late he 
Said he had been informed that Judge 
stevenson would try the case. .Then he 
contented himself by. securing a police sum- 
mons agalnst Hayward from Assistant City 
Attorney Rozier G. Meigs. 

Blanke’s mouth was considerably dam- 
aged by Hayward's fist. Hayward claims 
that Blanke insulted him.

SAN "BERNARDINO, Cala., Nov. 19.— 
The westbound overland passenger train 
was held up by four robbers about 1 o'clock 
this morning between Daggett and Barstow. 

express Messenger Hutchinson drove 
them off with buckshot and the train pulled 
out for Los Angeles. At Barstow the train- 
ment sent a posse back to the scene of the 
hold-up where the body of one of the rob- 
bers was found perforated with shot. 

Two robbers boarded the locomotive at 
Daggett and crawled over the tender. The 
engineer stopped the train and succeeded 
in escaping to the coaches. Fred Blakeley, 
a helper, who also got on the train at 
Daggett, fired at the two robbers and they 
jumped from the engine.

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posse to the scene of the robbery and the 
body which is unidentified, arrived at Bars- 
tow at 3 o'clock this morning. 

Four robbers were in the gang, but only 
two of them succeeded in gettning on the 
train. They were evidently amateurs, The 
dead robberis a young man.

DEWEY RAISES THREE SHIPS 


He Telegraphs, Too, That the Insurg- 


ents Have Captured Iloilo. 


MANILA. Novy. 19.—The €; anish crulesers 
Isla de Cuba and Isla de Luzon, which 
were sunk during the battle of Manila, 
have been floated and docked at Cavite. 
The Don Juan de Austria is also to 
raised. The total cost of recovering 
three ships is $500,000. 

The two vessels raised are gunboats of 
large type, and will be the very best kind of 
craft for the protection of the ~United 
States’ interests among the Philippines. 

The first two vessels are of 1,040 tons, 200 
feet long, 30 feet beam by 11 feet 6-inch 
draft. They are of steel with twin screws, 
good protective decks and an effective bat- 
tery composed of six 4.7 Hontoria guns, 
four 6-pounders, two 1-pounder Norden- 
felds and two torpedo tubes. Their speed is 
placed at 15.9 knots under forced draught. 

The Austria is a little larger, her tonnage 

being 1,152, her length 210 feet, 32 feet beam 
and 12.6 draught. 
It is reported that the Island of Panay 
is in the ‘hands of the insurgents. The 
United States cruiser Charleston and 
the United States gunboat Concord have 
again gone there.

George S. Harrison of 


THE THEORY IS 


Upper Alton has a murder mystery eclip- 
sing the Senator Gillham killing of seven 
years ago. 

George 8S. Harrison, a real estate man 
and prominent citizen of Upper Alton, was 
murdered upon the highway early Friday 
evening. . 

For thirty years Harrison lived on a 
farm east of Upper Alton. Every one in 
the township and the county knew him. 
Four years ago, having accumulated quite 
a fortune, he moved with his family to 
Upper Alton and engaged in the real estate 
business there. He took an active interest 
in politics. 

Friday morning he drove over to Bethal- 
to, eight miles away, on business. He vwas 
in Bethalto several hours, and left there 
at 4:30 to drive home. 

At 6:15 o’clock Friday evening a horse 
and buggy came over the hill at the north- 
east limits of the village. The horse was 
badly blown and was flecked with foam, 
but was walking. The horse passed along 
the main residence street of the village, 
and when it went under the electric lights 
people on the street noted with curiosity 
the foam on the horse and his sheer fatigue 


and saw a man lounging on the seat. 

Nearer the Harrison home, on College 
avenue, the horse increased his pace to a 
trot, and he did not slacken unt!l he was 
at the gate. 

It was quite dark when the horse and 
buggy arrived, and people passing gave 
little heed to it, except to note that the 
horse whinnied as though from hunger, and 
to wonder why Mr. Harrison had left him 
in front of the house, when he always took 
him to the barn. 

When the buggy had been standing there 


a quarter of an hour, one of Mr, Harrison's 
“PAAR NTETS, y g Of the 
horse, walked to the street é’ why her 


father did not come in. 

She walked around the horse and peered 
into the buggy. Her father, whom she 
knew in the faint moonlight, sat at the 
end of the eeat. 

He did not speak. She called 
and still he did not answer. 

She clutched his arm, then shrieked with 
horror. The old gentleman was dead. 

Neighbors came and a match was struck. 

Harrison sat in the seat with his head 
on his breast and his left hand still clutch- 


ing the reins. 

Two bullet holes in the head told the 
story of murder. One of them was fair in 
the forehead and the other was in the 
left cheek, near the mouth. 

There was no weapon in the buggy, no 
powder burns on the face. 

There was no possibility of suicide. It 
was clearly a murder. 

The discovery was made very soon after 
the kiliing, for the body was still warm. 
and the distress of the horse indicated that 
he must have been frightened by the shote 
and never stopped running until he neared 
Upper Alton. hese things indicated that 
the crime had been committed some dis- 
tance from the village and between 6:30 
and 6 o'clock. 

The body was lifted from the buggy and 
carried into the house. 

The clothes were searched and not one 
of the valuables the old gentleman was 
known to have carried was missing. His 
watch. his money and all were there. This 


to him 


indicated that the killing had not been done 
by robbers, and moreover robbers would 
scarcely have killed him, for he carried no 
weapon and nothing but a buggy whip with 
which to defend himself. The whip he had 
not raised, for it was in its place on the 
dashboard. 

Everything justified the immediate 
clusion that Mr. Harrison had been 
deliberately assassinated. And it seetn- 
ed, too, that the two bullets could 
not have come from the same _ wea- 
pon, for the horse must have leaped 
forward at the first alarm, and both bul-

If He Can Prove What He Says a War-

Fred Tyson, an ex-employe of the Wagner 
Palace Car Co., visited the Four Courts 
Saturday, hoping to take advantage of the 
statute which provides that employers are 
amenable to punishment who discharge em- 
ployes because they take time to exerc'se 
the voting franchiee. 

Tyson lost his position as car cleaner be- 
cause, he alleges, he ieft his work to go to 
the polls on the recent election day. 

Blaming Foreman Henry J. Stadler for 
his discharges he asked Acting Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Charles Fensky to 
fesue a warrant. 

“Abotit 5:30 o'clock I bad finished clean- 
ing a car,’’ said Tyson, ‘‘and going up to 
Stadier I told him I had cleaned up my 
work and wanted to go out and vote. He 
told me to clean another car. I did not do 
it, but went to the polls instead and cast my 
vote. 

“When I came back for work next day 
Stadler said to me: ‘ 

‘*Go and get your time. We don't want 
men here who neglect their work to vote. 

“IT have not heard from them since and 
now I’m out in the cold.”’ e 

Mr. Fensky told Tyson to bring a wit- 
ness who heard him ask for permission to 
vote and another who heard the remark 
about the company not wanting men who 
neglected work to vote and ‘he would issue 
& Warrant. 

“The last Legislature made it a felony, 
1 believe, for employers to deny their men 
the time needed to cast their votes,’’ said 
Mr. Fensky, ‘‘and the Board of Election 
Commissioners distributed printed slips 
quoting the statute, which was too re- 
cently enacted to appear in the last volume 
of reports.”’ 

Superintendent Edwards, of the Wagner 
Co., is not in the city. His clerk at Union 
Station said to a reporter: 

7 have not heard of this man's discharge. 
We keep no record of car cleaners here, 
That is in the foreman’s hands. Mr. Stad- 
ler is at dinner now. I know nothing of 
this case, but I know in Chicago we dis- 
charged men after election day and those 
affected would invariably lay the blame on 
their votes, when, as a matter of fact, what 
they did or did not do on election day had 
nothing to do with the case. The causes

Neither Love Affair Nor Financial 
Trouble Is Known to Have Act- 
uated Him in Shooting 
Himself. 


As the sun was rising Saturday morning 
Ben Benjamin, 25 years old, and a member 
of a prominent Hebrew family, sent a 
bullet into his brain: and found death. 

Young Benjamin lived with hits father, 
Morris Benjamin, at 3418 Laclede avenue. 
He was employed by the Kinloch Telephone 
Co. If there was any motive for his seck- 
ing death it is unknown to.any member of 
the family. 

Ben Benjamin occupied a front room on 
the third floor at the family residence, 
3418 Laclede avenue.

There 
was a faint pulsation of the aorta. It 
throbbed only once or twice. A hand mir- 
ror was placed over his mouth, but only 
a suspicion of moisture appeared on its 
polished surface.

Four Indian chiefs and fifteen coppér- 
colored maidens sojourned several hours in 
the emigrants’ room at Union Station Sat- 
urday morning. 

They alighted from a Missouri . Pacific 
train at 7 o’clock, and were immediate:y 
Surrounded by a host of curious persons, 
impatient to get a glimpse at them. 

Gorgeously arrayed in robes of varied 
hue, set off with long, wavy black hair, 
the aborigines of America presented a 
picturesque appearancee. 

Oshee, chief of the Arapahoe tribe, 
Wolf Robe, Little Chief and Alle Runa, 
representing the Cheyennes, constituted the 
quartette of leaders. Accompanying them 
is Jesse Bent, a lawyer of El Reno, I, T. 

The red men are en route to Washington 
D. C., where they will lay claim to three an 
one-half million acres of ground in: the 
Cherokee Strip. It is valued at $3,000,000. 

The young ladies in the party are going 
to Cartisle, Pa., to attend school. 

Mr. Brent, counsel’ for the Indians, dis- 
cussed their mission freely. , ' 

“The land in the Cherokee Strip,”’ said he, 
“‘was sub-divided among the Indians a year 
ago, but three million acres were not in- 
cluded in the allotment. We value the un- 
divided property ‘at $1 per acre, and it will

A Queer and Audacious Robbery on 
Leffingwell Avenue Reported to 
the Police, but They Kept 
the Information Secret.

Jones, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and 
we are confident our rights will be duly rec- 
ognized. There are 3500 Ind‘an families af- 
fected by the disposition made of the prop- 
erty mentioned. So, you see, a decision in 
our favor means a great deal to us and our 
future prosperity. Our forefathers owned 
and never forfeited their title to any part of 
the Cherokee Strip. 

“The Government has always treated us 
considerately and we are not an ungrate- 
ful race.” 

The big chiefs looked on in silence while 
Bent spoke and expressed their tired feel- 
ing by yawning. frequently. 

Vir. Gilpin, the cigar dealer, presented 
Wolf tobe with a box of Virginia 
eheroots. The chief smoked one after an- 
other as though they were fragrant Ha- 
venas. In ten minutes he had smoked two. 
When asked how ‘he liked them: Wolf re- 
plied: “Gocd cigar, but little strong.’”’ 

Chief Oshee is almost a giant. He weighs 
311 pounds and stands 6 feet 4 inches in hie 
stocking feet. He has a massive head, 
long. brawny arms, and fingers the size 
of a railroad spike. His trilbies are beau-

His Assistants Continue the Same Claims for 


the Mysterious Invention.

JIE LONG DECLARED CONTROL OF 
A FORCE THAT WOULD REVO- 
LUTIONIZE INDUSTRY 
OF THE WORLD. 


THOUSANDS WERE 
PUT INTO HIS SCHEME. 


§o Far as the Remarkable Power Was 
Ever Publicly Developed It Ap- 
peared to Have Origin in 
the Motion of Sound. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 19.—John 
Worrel Keely, inventor of the Keely mo- 
tor, died at 3 o’clock this afternoon at his 
residence, 1632 Oxford street. He was 71 
years old. 

Mr. Keely had been sick only a week. 
He contracted a severe cold, which de- 
veloped into pneumonia. 

The Keely Motor Company was incorpor- 

ated in 1874 and the stock, divided among 
8.000 shareholders, is held, largely in New 
| York and Philadelphia. Charles B. Collier 
' of Philadelphia, one of the directors until 


recently, has kept in close touch with the 

affairs of the company. 

Mr. Collier says that the preparation of 
the specifications of the motor had been 
| almost completed in the early part of this 
year and to Dr. George Strawbridge, Lan- 
| caster Thomas and other stockholders Mr. 

Keely had expressed his complete satisfac- 

tion with them. He was very tenacious, 

however, of not having the application for 

a patent filed until he had completed an 

engine capable of being commercially put 

on the market. This he confidently believ- 
| ed he would have accomplished by the end 
of this year. 
he engine on which he was at work up 
to .the time of his last illness was being 
built by William F. Rudolph on Broad 
street. It was begun last year and the ma- 
chine work on it was practically finished 
last summer, but from time to time altera- 
tions have been made and some of the parts 
cf the engine were only returned to Mr. 

Keely’s laboratory at 1422 North Twentieth 

street as late as yesterday. Mr. Keely be- 
lieved that this engine, when completed, 
would develop at least 60-horse power. 

Continuing, Mr. Collier said that with the 

writings Mr. Keely had left on his invern- 

tion, the all but completed specifications in 
the hands of the company, the concrete 
machinery devised by Mr. Keely and now 
in his laboratory, and the general knowl- 
edge possessed by him and Mr. Thomas of 
the character of Mr. Keely’s work, he thor- 
oor believed that the Keely invention 
na be developed until it is of commercial 
vaiue, 

Although the invention is not yet com- 
mercially available, it has for a long time 
been in such shape, said Mr. Collier, as to 
have been readily patentable, and that it 
os Sy been patented rests solely upon Mr, 

eely. 

John Ernst Worrel Keely was born in 
Philadelphia Sept. 3, 1827. His father’s par- 
ents were German and French; his moth- 
er’s. were English and Swede. His grand- 
father, Ernst, the composer, was a leader 
of an orchestra at Baden-Baden. Keely was 
a cabinetmaker and musician before he 
succeeded in making his motor keep him 
from want. 

It was carly in the '70’s that the startling

announcement was- made that a man in 
Philadelphia had discovered a new force 
which would revolutionize the motive pow- 
er of the civilized wirld. 

Before the public heard of the Keely mo- 
tor, New York capitalists had been attract- 
ed to it. They gave $10,000 to help Keely 
complete his machine and pay off debts he 
had incurred, and they also obtained an 
option on $40,000 worth of the stock. 

he first public exhibition of the motor 
was given shortly after in Philadelphia, 
when there were about 300 persons present. 
This resulted in about $100,000 more being 
placed in the inventor’s hands. Every 
few years thereafter exhibitions were @ ven 
for the benefit of invited guests, which gen- 
erally resulted in further subscriptions. 

Mrs. Bloomfield Moore of Philadelphia 
sunk $100,000 in the ‘venture before relatives 
questioned her sanity, and John Jacob As- 
tor is said to have contr.buted his mite. 

Keely surrounded himself with a halo of 
mystery. He made the most extravagant 
claims and promises as to the miracles 
which he would perform with his mysteri- 
ous “‘interetheric liberator’? and marvelous 
vapor. Speaking in 1875, he said: 

‘“‘I propose to run a tra.n of 30 cars from 
here (Philadelphia) to New York at the rate 
of a mile a minute with one small engine, 
and I will draw the power out of as much 
water as you can hold in the palm of your 
hand.’’ 

And, as though this were not sufficiently 
startling, he added: 

“A bucket of water contains enough of 
this vapor to produce a power sufficient to 
move the world out of its course. An or- 
dinary steamship can be run so fast with 
it that it would split in two.” 

Keely gave some exhibitions in his little 
workshop. He at last succeeded in puz- 
ziing everybody. Aside from the mechan- 
ism, which was not taken apart, Keely 
operated with a couple of tuning forks and 
a fiddle bow. He struck his tuning fork 
and set a brass ball rotating at 600 revolu- 
tiows a minute. He rasped the fiddle bow 
across a tuning fork and raised a heavy 
weight at the end of a long lever, the 
power exercised, it was said, being equal to 
. — of %,000 pounds to the square 
nch. 

Still the stockholders were not satisfled. 
Legal proceedings were instituted. On No- 
vember 17, 1888, Keely was committed to 
jail for contempt of court in refusing to 
obey an order requiring him to explain the 
workings of his machine to a committee of 
experts. He did not, however, remain in 
ja'l long. 

Though he never accomplished any prac- 
tical results with his motor, he made a 
very comfortable living out of it and his 
estate should leave his widow in very com- 
fortable circumstances.

Blake was arested Thursday evening on 
information from Carmi, Ill., charging him 
with fraud in connection with the pur- 
chase of a horse and wagon. He declined 
to go to Illinos without requisition papers 
and as the deputy who came after Blake 
was not thus equipped, the prisoner was 
released. 

The devotion existing between husband 
and wife attracted much attention—even 
the holdover turnkey, hardened as he is 
by constant contact with the unhappy end 
of the world, was impressed. 

And the story of the Blakes, as told by 
themselves, adds to the pathos. Husband 
and wife have suffered hunger together, 
and the sharing of privations seemed to 
weld stronger the tender bond. Blake is a 
canvasser. For several months prior to 
coming to St. Louis a short while ago, 
Blake and his wife traveled over Indlana 
and Illinois, trying to sell their wares. En 
route they bought a horse and wagon on 
credit. Canvassing through Illino's and In- 
diana proved to be a profitless business, 
and the Blakes were reduced to dire straits. 

“Often my wife and myself were forcéd 
to subsist on what small game I[ could kill 
as we traveled overland, and that was 
little at best. We ccoked on camp fires 
and siept in our wagon. Whenever I got 
any money I always sent a part of it to the 
party from whom I purchased the horse 
and wagon. At last I found that I could 
make no money canvassing the country dis- 
tricts, so I came to St. Louis after selling 
the horse and wagon. I was robbed o@ the 
streets by a footpad, who took $18 from me, 
and that is why I have been unable to 
make another payment on the horse and 
buggy.”’

Whitens the Baker’s Bread, but Plays 
Havoc With the Stomach of 
the Consumer. 

Alum is used by many bakers to whiten 
their bread, enabling them to use an in- 
ferior flog", and it is also employed as a 
cheap substitute for cream of tarter in the 
manufacture of baking powder. Its use in 
bread and baking powder is very detri- 
mental to health, producing dyspepsia and 
obstinate constipation, and under certain 
conditions of the human system results in 
poisoning. What these conditions are 6o 
far as each individual is concerned can 
only be surmised; some peculiarity of the 
system producing a morbid change in the 
secretions of the stomach with which the 
alum combines and forms an active poison; 
or, the secretions may be healthy but in 
abnormal proportions, and these lesser or 
greater proportions in combinations with 
the alum constitute ae poison just as two 
parts of mercury and two parts chlorine 
form c®lomel, which is not poisonous, while 
one part of mercury and two parts of 
chlorine yield corrosive sublimate, which is 
a most deadly poison.

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MARGARET YOUNG, MUNA’S QUEEN. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 19.—Margaret 
Young, the captive Queen of the Muna Isl- 
ands, in the South Pacific Ocean, is dead. 
Her death was even stranger and more 
weird than her enforced reign. 

About three years ago Margaret Young 
was dragged off to the palace set as‘de for 
the reigning monarch, and forced to be 
Queen of the queer inhabitants of the lit- 


tle islands. Her death occurred only a few 
weeks ago, and the news was brought to 
America by a small trading schooner,which 
by chance called at the Muna Islands while 
on her way to San Francisco. 

Margaret Young, the Queen of the Muna 
Islands, was the daughter of an English 
sailor, Who many years ago was cast away 
on the little South Pacific atolls. William 
Young was the father’s name, and he was 
one of the crew of a lL.ttle trading schoon- 
er that sailed from an Austrian port. He 
was scarcely more than a boy when the ves- 
sel he was on was wrecked one night dur- 
ing a storm on the corals reef that sur- 
rounds the island. The young man was 
tenderly cared for, and when he had in a 
measure revived a consultation of the 
priests and chiefs and wise men of the isl- 
ands was called and it was déclared that 
the strange white man was a god sent to 
them in some mysterious manner. By the 
decree cf the King a hab.tation was set 
apart for him, and Young, enamored of a 
lazy life, and delighted at the attention 
shown him, was contented to remain and 
pose as a god before the simple people 
among whom fate had thrown him. 

He soon became a favorite on the islands, 
and particularly with a young sister of the 
King. The attachment between the casta- 
way and the dusky maiden increased and 
it was not long before the marriage of the 
royal sister and the white god was heralded 
throughout the little kingdom. 

Young's married life was a happy one, 
and in the course of time a daughter was 
born and she was named Margaret. She 
was a pretty child and the idol of her fa- 
ther. As she advanced in years her father 
taught her the language ¢f his native land 
and gave her what education he was cap- 
able of. The child grew to be a handsome 
young woman, and her father, when one 
of the trading schooners called at the is- 
land of his home, was persuaded by a mis- 
Sionary who was on board to send her to 
& convent school at Samoa. 

Margaret remained at school for about 
four years, and during her education she 
lost her heart to a handsome young Samoan 
chief. When her education was deciared 
completed the chief begged for an imme- 
diate marriage, but Margaret asked to be 
allowed to visit her father at her old home. 
Accordingly the first trading vessel that 
sailed toward the Muna islands carried her 
as a passenger. as 

She had only been at home for a few 


weeks when the King was taken ill, and in 
a few days he died. There was mourning 
and wailing all over the kingdom, and after 
a time, when the grief of the nation had 
subsided, the chiefs and wise men of the 
island began to look around for a successor 
to the dead monarch. There were several 
sons and daughters of the deceased King, 


| but according to the strange custom of the 


people the eldest nephew or unmarried 
niece of the late ruler succeeded to the 
thorne, and Margaret was the eldest un- 
married niece and direct heir and she was 
declared the ruler of the isiands. 

The unwritten laws of the nation do not 
allow a Queen to marry, the natives claim- 
ing that the woman would be then domi- 
nated by her husband and the husband 
would practically be the ruler of the king- 
dom, instead of his wife, who alone inher- 
ited that right. The Queen, moreover, Was 
at all times closely guarded, and _ the 
palace ehe occupied was so constructed 
that she could not look upon the form of a 
man, and to prevent such a thing being pos- 
sible she was never seen outside its walls 
and only two maidens were allowed her as 
companions and attendants. 


The King had only been dead a few days 
when the chiefs and priests went to her 
home and with much dignity informed her 
that it was the desire of the people of the 


kingdom that she should rule over them, 
Her protests and those of her aging par- 
ents were of no avall and she was dragged 
off to the palace.

CLAIMANTS ARE TWELVE 
DIRECT DESCENDANTS. 


The Story of the Controversy Over the 
Vast Estate Is as Deeply Inter- 
esting as Any Plot 
of Fiction. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The moet gi- 
gantic monetary claim ever presented by 
private citizens of one country against an- 
other will shortly be sent out from Wash- 
ington to Great Britain. It is for an estate 
roughly est:mated to be valued at $250,000,- 
000, and has been in chancery in England 
for nearly 200 years. The estate is that of 
Chief Justice Holt, who wae Lord Chief 
Justice of England at the time of his death 
in 1728, and the claimants are 12 heirs of 
direct descent who live in America. 

F. H. Hillers of Fort Conway, Va., was 
in Washington last week for the purpose of 
perfecting some preliminary details prior 
to his departure for England to assert the 
rights of his wife, Mrs. Floried Holt Mont- 
gomery Hillers, to whom the claime of the 
other 11 heirs in America have been as- 
signed, in order to eimplify matters before 
the English Court of Chancery. Mrs. Hik- 
lers will accompany her hueband to En- 
gland and will do everything possible to re- 
gain control of the immense fortune of 
which she is an heir. 

On two occasions in the past two years 
Mr. and Mrs. Hillers have sent lawyers 
to England to press their claims, and in 
each case they claim that the lawyers 
were bought off by the parties who are 
at present in temporary possession, a de 
to a decree of the Court of Chancery whic 
appointed the members of a collateral 
branch of the Holt family as trustees pend- 
ing the decision of the claims of the direct 
descendants in America. 

The story of the controversy over this 
immense fortune reads like a fairy tale, 
yet every statement made is backed up 
with proof in the shape of court records 
and sworn affidavits and well-known peo- 


was powerless to help her and he never 
came. Even her father could do nothing to 
aid her, though he was still looked upon by 
most of the natives as a god.

Then the two maidens car- 
ried it into the palace and Margaret was 
bidden to go inte it. The lid was securely 
fastened and after the maidens had carried 
the box with its royal occupants out 
through the doorway it was slung upon two 
poles and the Queen was carried to the fun- 
eral of her father by several of the stal- 
wart chiefs. 

It was a great barbaric ceremony, and 
there. was much weeping and wailing, but 
Margaret saw nothing of it, though she 
could hear much of what was going on. 
After the body was laid away she. was 
carried back to the palace, and there she 
remained, holding an occasional council 
with her chiefs, and hoping against hope 
that her Samoan lover would soon come 
and rescue her from being such a queen.

In 1723 Lord Chief Justice Holt died in 
London, possessed of an estate the value of 
which was then approximately £20,0w,000. 
The estate consisted mainly of large tracts 
of land, both in London and the immediate 
vicinity. The Holt estate proper was locat- 
ed near the tewn of Red Grave, about 
‘eighty-seven miles from London, and was 
known as Red Grave Manor. The Lord 
i! Chief Justice is buried in a vault beneath 
Red Grave Manor house. 


Several years before the death of the 
Lord Chief Justice of England three of 
his sons, John, Willlam and Henry, emi- 

rated to America. A fourth son, Thomas, 

ied while very young. The Lord Chief 
Justice had no other children. There was 
a big family quarre] before the three sons 
came to America and the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice threatened to cut off his’ children 
without a cent if they tried to make an- 
other fortune in the wilderness of the new 
colony which England was_ populating. 
But the three sons determined to try their 
hands in new flelds, and came to America 

n spite of their father’s threats. 

And the Lord Chief Justice, even when 
deserted by his three sons. did not carry 
out the threats he made. Instead he at 
once took steps to have his immense es- 
tate entailed to the third generation, 
which means that he placed it in charge 
of the Court of Chancery for the male 
descendants in the direct line for three 
generations. the eldest son inheriting ev- 
erything. The Lord Chief Justice died 
without knowing that he had laid the 
foundation for one of the biggest legal 
controversies that ever engrossed the at- 
of a court of law. 

Of the three sons who came to America, 
John settled in Virginia, William in Geor- 
gia. and Henry in Kentucky. Communica- 
tion with the mother country was slow 
in those days. It Was more than two 
years before the sons heard of their fa- 
ther’s death. By that time the Court of 
Chancerv had hold of the estates. The 
sons tried to get possession from this end 
of the line, but failed. For some reason 
thev never returned to England. but for 
several vears conducted their negotiations 
from this side of the Atlantic. 

Of the three brothers who came to 
America. John was the eldest. Therefore 
the entailed estates really descended to 
him. The 12 heirs now in America all 
trace their descent back to John Holt, 
and as ro male heirs from the other two 
sona survived the second generation, the 
descendants of John are the only ones 
who have rights in the premises. 


Shortlv after his arrival in this coun- 
try William Holt was killed by the In- 
dians in Georgia. He was never married. 
Consequently there are no claimants from 
his branch of the family. 

Henry Holt, who settled in Kentucky, 
married. The last male descendant of his 
line died in 1838, according to_ certified 
copies of records at Lexington. There was 
a daughter, however, who returned to Eng- 
land after the death of her father, the last 
male heir of the nrouey Holt family, and it 
is hee branch of the Holt family which ts 
now in possession of the immense estates. 

Had this child been a male heir, he would 
have bad a clear title to the estates. She 
was a granddaughter of Henry Holt, and, 
therefore. of the third generation. But the 
estate was entatied to male heirs until af- 
ter the third generation. Therefore, the 
male or female heirs of John Holt, who 
settied in Virginia, are the preferred heirs 
in the controversy. 

The direct descendants of John Holt are 
now living in Virginia, Georgia and Arkan- 
sas. The first John Holt settled on a plan- 
tation, and when nearly } years old mar. 
ried. A son, named John Holt also, was 
born to him This second John Holt lived 
to be 97 years old. and tis now burted at 
Marietta, Ga. His daughter married a 
farmer named Montgomery. He had no 
eons. This daughter. who was of the third 
veneration. died about ten years ago. Her 
daughter, Floried Holt Montgomery, mar- 
ried F. H. Hillers, of Port Conway, and ia, 
therefore, a direct descendant of Chief Jus- 
tiee Holt, although of the fourth genera- 
tion.

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AN EDIFYING SPECTACLE. 

Mr. John Wanamaker has deposited $20,000 with a Philadel- 
phia trust company to be used as a reward for the detection 
and exposure of bribery in the coming Senatorial election in 
that State. Not to be outdone in zeal, Mr. Matt Quay puts up 
$10,000 for the same purpose. 

The experiment will be watched with ‘nterest. The laws 
of Pennsylvania are nominally strict in respect to bribery, in- 
cluding under that term not only money payments, but prom- 
ites of office patronage and other wares dealt in especially by 
pol'ticians of the Quay stamp. The reward offered by these 
two eminent citizens will tempt detective talent. Mr. Quay and 
his competitors must be very careful how they make deals at 
Harrisburg when the auction comes off.

But when Matt 
Quay puts detectives on his own track and offers rewards for 
his own conviction, sinners are bound to sm‘le.

GOVERNING COLONIES. 


Commenting on the President’s “colonial policy,” a syndicate- 
imperialist newspaper observes: “It may be urged there is no 
constitutional authority for this policy, nor 4s there in direct 
words. But when the framers of the Constitution constructed 
a government and confided to it power ‘to promote the general 
welfare,’ it gave the Government a wide discretion as to how 
its power should be exercised.” 

It ‘g the same old story. If you don't find authority in the 
Constitution for any partisan scheme, just put {nto the “gen- 
eral welfare clause’ any meaning you please and the thing 
is done. The trick has worked well in the past, and why not 
now? 

The convention worked hard to construct a government of 
limited powers. Eut it appears that they worked for nought. 
The general welfare clause renders every other prov’sion in 
the instrument null and void whenever a gang of poverful 
partisans choose to act upon it. The Government can do any- 
thing it pleases, according to this mode of construction. 

John C. Calhoun tried to deduce the right of nullification 
from the Constitution itself. The attempt was not more re- 
markable than this pretense that the Constitution makes the 
Government one of unlimited powers. 


The Washington Post finds that the leading principle of 
the Declaration of Independence has never had any force, 
because it was never formally embodied into the constitu- 
tion of the United States. Is the Declaration of Independence 
to be consigned to the waste basket along with Washington's 
farewell address and the Monroe doctrine? 


William’s fellow-sovereigns of the German Confederatio 
have done well to dissuade him from his intended visit to 
Spain. If he had any idea of negotiations with the Spaniards 
it would have been very unwise to proceed so publicly. If 
the proposed visit meant nothing it was needless,

THE YALE AND HARVARD COLORS 
WILL BE IN EVIDENCE 
TO-DAY. 


NEW HAVENS Conn., Noy. 19.—This is 
the biggest day of the year for football 
lovers. : 

Yale and Harvard will fight a football 
battle here to-day that will probably have 
a place in song and story at of the 
two colleges for years to come. 

It is always the victor that celebrates 
its achievements in college rhyme and club 
corner, and all the wiseacres were doing 
their best last night to predict to which 
coliege sheuld come the good fortune—Yale 
Or Harvard. 

It is certain the game to-day will be one 
of the largest attended and most exciting 
in the long list of annual struggles thai 
have taken place between the blue and 
the crimson. 

The great game at Princeton a week ago 
and the defeat of Yale have in no way 
detracted from the interest in to-day’s con- 
test. On the contrary, football enthusiasts 
are on a keener watch than ever. 

No regular championship among the big 
colleges can be definiteiy decided this year, 
but upon the scores and result of to-day’s 
contest depends the place which most 
critics will assign to the members of the 
“Big Four.’’ For example, should Yale de- 
feat Harvard to-day Princeton will have 
practically a clear title as champions, for 
the Tigers have beaten Yale and the crim- 
son which Yale will have vanquished has 
overcome Pennsylvania. If. on the other 
hand, Harvard defeats Yale by the same 
score as did Princeton, people will declare 
that Harvard and the New Jersey college 
are on a par. 

Elaborate preparations have been making 
at New Haven for days to handle the 
thousands that will flock to the City of 
Elsma and seat them on Yale field. It 
is estimated that from 15,000 to 20,000 people 
will be present if the weather is at all fair, 
for the managers announce that already 
17.500 tickets have been disposed of at $32 
each. A large number of the members of 
the Harvard Club have arranged to go to 
the game in a body, while all the modes 
of conveyance that lead to the Yale city 
will be ablaze with the blue and crimson. 
The betting on the game has not been 
very lively. both sides apparently being 
rather chary. What there has been wager- 
ed has been mostly at even money, though 
in occasional instances Harvard has given 
10 to 9 odds. 

From reports that came last night from 
Cambridge, however, it }jooks as if there 
would be a filo of Harvard money at 
New Haven to-day. though even the most 
sanguine Harvard man Will not give odds 
against Yale when the game fs on Yale 
grounds. It is said that there is consider- 
able Princeton money backing Yale to win, 
while the Quakers are putting their dollars 
on Harvard. with a view of regaining some 
of their losses made at Cambridge a fort- 
ight ago. 

“ es caper Harvard might be picked as a 
winner. but victories in football are not 
won on paper. Harvard is ahead in the 
kicking department unless McBride of 
Yale is a good deal better than he was at 
Princeton. And, as Harvard's kicking won 
her the game against the Quakers, it is 
confidently expected that the Crimson will 
shower punts into the Yale back field. Har. 
vard is also presumably a trifle stronger 
than Yale in her end interference. and at 
quarterback the Crimson certainly has a 
better general 'n Daly than Yale has in 
Ely. Yale, op the other hand, has a rush 
line that proved itself a regular bulwark 
against Priceton’s attack, and 
lieves that the Harvard line buckers wil!

A HOG-KILLING ANTICIPATED. 


Pompadour Jim, in Response to the 
Insinuations, Says He Will Win, and 
Tells His Friends to Bet on Him. 


Sensational stories come from the East in 
relation to the Corbett-Sharkey mill which 
is to be pulled off before the Lenox Ath- 
letic Club of New York.

The plan is said to be 
not to depend on what individual bets can 


be made in the vicinity of the contest, but 
to make a big cleaning up throughout the 
country. 

In other words, Corbett and friends, In 
the language of the race-truck, are going 
to make a killing. 

Tom Rodman, who used to make the 
combination book at the Fair Grounds, is 
now running a poolroom at Cleveland. He 
is a great friénd of Corbett, and it is said 
that he is one of the men let into the secret. 


Corbett, when told the other night of the 
—_—oee affoat about his going to le down, 
aid: 

‘All I_have to say is that I advise my 
frineds to bet their money on me. It will 
be the best gambler’s chance they ever 
took. I am ready to give Mr. Sharkey the 
best fight I ever put up, and if he whips 
me he will be a corker.”’ 

Tom O'Rourke announced last night that 
$25,000 was ready to be bet on Shar ey, but 
that Corbett money seemed to be scarce. 
He has the greatest confidence in the sail- 
or and believes the fight will not go more 
than 10 rounds. 

Like Corbett, Sharkey is easing up in his 
work and will do little or no training after 
Saturday. He keeps on edge easily, and 
has no fears as to steadiness. O'Rourke is 
always on hand when Sharkey and Arm- 
strong are boxing. He is afraid they will in- 
dulge in a little good-natured slugging and 
that Tom’s hands will be hurt. 


A dispatch from New York this morning 

Says: 
_Iin his work at the Lenox Club to-day 
Corbett looked well. He is bigger, it ap- 
ears, than on the eve of the contest with 
‘itzsimmons. His work was of the routine 
order, bag punching, dumbbells, 6parring 
and wrestling, and, as on other days, he dia 
not seem to be susceptible to fatigue. 

Corbett suffered from excitement .n his 
match with Fitzsimmons. He is liable to 
become ‘“‘fluttery’’ again. There is nothing 
in sight at present to suggest that he wi]! 
allow excitement to prey upon his strength 
and e6peed when he faces Sharkey. There is 
nothing to give assurance that he will not. 

In the rub-down room Corbett drew atten- 
tion to what somebody jokingly termed his 
“new, armor-plated solar plexus.’’ He has, 
by dint of special dumbbell exercise, which 
involves much stooping, developed séveral 
ridges of muscle in the waistband region. 
This is doubtless a precautionary measure, 
which had its inception in that disastrous 
body blow he received at Carson. 

Among Corbett’s visitors to-day at the 
Lenox Club, where he is in training, were 
Big Bill Naughton of San Francisco and 
Sam Fitzpatrick. Corbett informed his 
friend Naughton to “tell all our friends in 
Frisco that Il will win sure. I'll punch the 
head off that fellow Sharkey, sure.”’ 

Corbett strikes those who call upon him 
ag very irritable and nervous. This has 
been much commented upon recently. Shar- 
key, on the other hand, is cool’as a cii- 
cumber, 

Corbett was greatly surprised and much 
affected by the appearance of his younger 
brother, Tom, at his training quarters last 
evening. 

Tom arrived from San Francisco in re- 
sponse to a telegram sent him by George 
Ik’. Considine, Corbett’s manager. Jim didn’t 
know that he was coming on for the fight, 
and when he walked into the Lenox Club 
Building Jim was not only surprised but in- 
tesely delighted. Young Corbett spent but 
five days on his way from Frisco to New 
York. He comes here with a bunch of com- 
missions which he hopes to execute  be- 
tween now and next Tuesday night. 

“I cannot understand,’ said Corbett’s 
younger brother, ‘“‘why Sharkey’s support- 
ers shouid demand 2 to 1 for their money. 
Between you and me I think Jim has al to 
20 shot, but Sharkey seems to be so confi- 
dent that he will win that I’m surprised 
that only as good as 1 to 2 can be had in 
New York against Jim’s chances. Out in 
San Francisco the odds will be more liberal. 
I shouldn’t be at all surprised if as good as 
4to oor even 9 to 10 is offered on Sharkey.” 
A few bets have been made at the Stock 
Exchange upon the result of the fight. Cor- 
bett has been the favorite in the betting at 
odds of 10 to 9 and 10 to 8.

The Late Pauline Hoffman’s Husband 
Escaped Punishment for Going on 
the Bond of Lulu Haines.

Edward Pauley, whose bond fg Lulu 
Haines, now in jail for using the mails in 
a scheme to defraud, was rejected by the 
Federal authorities, and subsequently de- 
clared worthless, was Arraigned in the 
United States District Saturday, 
charged with perjury. 

Former City Assessor John J. 
and several of his clerks were examined for 
the prosecution. 

In an investugation of their records, made 
at the time by request of the United States 
District Attorney, it was shown that Pau- 
ley owned no property. They stated, how- 
ever, that their examination extended only 
as far back as the year 1896. eee 

District Attorney Rozier rested the Gov- 
ernment’s case at the close of their testi- 
mony. . 

“Is that all You have to offer? asked 
Judge Adama, 

On being answered in the affirmative he 
said, with much irritation: 

“I can’t see where you have proven the 
man guilty.’’ 
Then turning to the jury the Judge said: 

“Gentlemen, please return a verdict for 
the defendant. The mere fact that Edward 
Pauley had no property conveyed to him 
between the years 1896 and 1898 is not say- 
ing that he purchased no property prior to 
that time, and still possessed it. I do not 
say Mr. Pauley is not guilty of the offense 
he is charged with, but the testimony is 
what we base our decision upon.’’ 

The jury accordingly returned a verdigt 
of not guilty. 

Mr. Rozier protested, but Judge Adams 
quietly remarked: “It’s settled now.”’ 

Pauley, accompanied by his counsel, Judge 
Chester H. Krum and Percival Adams, 
walked hurriedly from the court room. 

Edward Pauley gained notoriety some 
months ago by marrying Pauline Hoff- 
man, a half-witted girl, who later died in 
the Female Hospital. 

The girl claimed to be an heiress to a 
fortune in Germany, and said her share 
was $25,000. It was upon her golden ex- 
pectations, !t is said, Pauley wooed and 
won her.

Clever Cracksmen Used a New Method 
in St. Louis. * 

The cracksmen who tampered with the 
St. Louls Dressed Beef Co.’s safe at No. 
3853 Garfield avenue Thursday used a 
method that has astonished safe experts. 
Only two similar cases are on record—at 
Chicago. and Elmira, N. Y. 

The cracksmen drilled a hole through 
the safe door surface midway between the 
handle and the combination as far as a 
cross strip of steel, which connects the 
handle and the combination tumblers. A 
clamp screw inserted into this drilled hole 
and then forced inward so as to bend thie 
strip of steel serves to loosen it and frees 
the handle.
